ANNOUNCER:  Not  long  after  the  Civil  War,  America  settled  down 
seriously  to  the  business  of  developing  the  rich 
resources  of  the  West.  As  the  pioneer  era' progressed,  prospectors 
turned  from  rainbow  ohe.elng  to  sedate  but  more  reliable  business. 
Pioneers  became  established  farmers  and  settled  in  the  rich  valleys, 
li-erchants  and  manufacturers  came  from  the  East.  Frontier  communities 
became  towns.  And  the  common  law  of  the  six  gun  gave  way  to  the 
statutes  of  counties  and  states.  Roving  herds  of  scraggly  long-horns 
that  once  grazed  from  the  Texas  panhandle  tc  the  Dakota  Bad  Lands 
on  their  way  to  the  packing  house,  were  replaced  by  breeds  of  more 
docile  nature,  shorter  horns  and  greater  market  value^  Ranchers  began 
to  fence  their  boundaries,  build  cattle  sheds,  and  take  part  in 
community  life.  Some  of  them  began  raising  sheep  instead  of  cattle. 
Sheep  ranchers  began  to  settle  in  the  West,  Grazing  ranges  became 
crowded..  Underfed  livestock  brought  lower  prices.  Markets  began  to 
fall  off.  The  cattle  men  blamed  it  on  the  sheep;  said  they  killed 
the  range  and  poisoned  the  water  supply.  The  sheep  owners  vigorously 
denied  the  allegations  as  they  fought  to  hold  their  owr.  The  West 
became  the  scene  of  a new  Civil  War  — > The  war  of  the  range  -- 
The  ranges  on  many  of  our  western  National  Forests  are  located  in  tVe 
heart  of  the  cattle  and  sheep  country.  It  was  imperative  that  these 
ranges  be  protected  from  the  overgrazing  which  was  becoming  so  general 
on  public  lands,  (MORE) 
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ANNOUNCER  CONTINUED; 

Accordingly,  the  Forest  Service  found  itself  in  the  midst  of  the 
battle  — favoring  neither  side  — but  faced  with  the  problem  of 
saving  both  sides  from  destroying  grazing  lands  that  gave  them  their 
living-
